Viscount Rothermerc, ‘in. despatches to The Daily Mail 
during his recent world tour and in an exclusive interview with the 
Hongkong Telegraph, drew attention to the imminent entire dis- 
appearance of British liner traffic from the Pacific routes,

chairman of the P. & 0, Com- 
pany, at the annual. meeting of 


“that compainy recently stated 


that the total of British shipping 


“has fallen by 2,000,000 tons 


since the war; - -that, whereas 
before the war we owned. half the 
world’s. tonnage, we now own 


little more than a quarter. 

It was my. duly In the inquiry just 
concluded to consult .shipowners, 
shipmasters, merchants, nnd port 
authorities to discover the reasons for 
this dangerous decline. 

Certain unquestionable facts have 
emerged. - 

Britlsh ships have been driven from 
the Paelfic trade—North America to 
Australia and New Zcaland—because 
of heavily subsidised United States 
competition. 

Japanese Competition - 

British ships will shortly lose the

In addition to Government assis- 
tance, British merchants have it in 
thelr power to do much for our ships. 
As buyers’ of foreign produce they 
can Insist that It be carried In British 
vessels, 

The increasing domination of our 
coastal trade by smill Dutch vessels 
is a minor but Smportant problem. 
It Is estimated that Britlsh ships in 
this trade are now being replaced by 
these foreign rivals at the rate’ of 
100 a year... 

The Dutch boasts, bullt with- Gov- 
ernment assistance, are run usually 
os family concerns at lower manning 
scales and cheaper Inbour costs than 
the Britlsh owners must by law 
observe, 

Keeping Coastal Trade 

The United States and France pro- 
hibit foreign vessels of any natlonali- 
ty from participating in their coastal 
trade. 

It has been suggested that the 
same rule might be made appilc- 
able here. 

To this an objection is urged in 
some_pMficial_ quarters. that__ British 
ships do o grent deal of coastal trade 
in the Dutch East Indies, and that to 
bac Dutch coasters here might 
result jn harmful reciprocal -action. 
If thls argument be sustained, it Is 
suggested’ that other steps: should be 
taken to place Dutch ships working 
our coast ports on an cquality of 
terms with our.own,

Searches 
on Mars 


ROOF “of life on Mars may soon be “discovered by Dr.~ Edwhtt" 
Hubble, of Mount Wilson Observatory, Californian, when he 
peers through the £1,250,000 felescone which has nearly been 


completed. 


Dr. Hubble, ‘cheery AT-yeur-old’ scientist, recently told a 
reporter some of thee secrets he hopes to discover ‘when. the 
“largest ever” telescope has been finished. 


“It is almost terrifying to think what the new 20-inch 


reflector telescope will reveal,” he said. 


“For example, there is a 


lot of speculation as to whether there is life on the planet Mars. 
We cannot even guess at this possibility at the moment. : 


“With the new telescope we 
may bo able to establish the 
Presence of verctable ifr. We 
may ald discovery by establishing’ 
the fact that there 1s another 
world whero human creatures 
could live.” 

The new telescope welghs about 30 
tons, and its 200-inch reflector will 
be polished down to a. smoothness 
that will be accurate {o ao millionth 
of an inch, 

“Many people have wondered 
why we havo the world's greatest 


telescope in Callfornia. It Is 
because of tho climate and clear 
atmosphere. There aro very few 
other places in the world where 
such 2 telescope could be erected. 


“In England you could not use a 
telescope of this size,” he said, “The 
one at. Greenwich: js the biggest you 
can use In this part of the world. 

“But,” concluded Dr. Hubble, 
“Britaln has done great work in the 


theory of astronomy—n most im- 
portant branch of science,”

Discovery ‘of this means of 


‘communication—also adopted by . 


the Chinese, perhaps some cen- 
turies' Jnater and without any 
knowledge of the. Egyptian, 
system—was recently made as 

a result of archaclogical.excava-. 
tions by an, Italian mission in 
mid-Egypt. 


The mission was headed by Pro- 
{cssor Achille Voglinno, holder of the 


‘chalr of Greek Hterature in the Uni- 


versity of Milan, and Sts activities 
have been supported financially by 
the Ministry of Educatlon, the Royal 
Academy of Italy and the City and 
Province.of Milan. Professor Vogliano 
in a recent lecture ho held in this 
city reported on the mission’s work. 

In the course ‘of previous excava-. 
tlons, Voglisho's mission had brought 
to light a considerable number of 
papyri, some of great importance. 
They contained, in fact, some un- 
known poems by ‘Callimacus and a 
complete accounting log belonging to 
a wealthy family of the place, 

By deciphering one of these papyri, 
Professor Vogllano came to learn of 
the existence of two {mportant 
temples, one of the Ptolemaic and the 
other of the Pharaoh perlod, located 
at Maddinct Madl,,0n the south 
western’ fringe of Lake Fayum, in 
mid-Egypt. Maddinct. Mad! was the 
site of the ancient town of Gla. 

Owlng to the diMoulty of access to 
the xpot,, Professor Vogliano asked 
for the ald of the Egyptlan govern- 
ment. 
of air planes at his disposal, The 
photographs taken by the airmen re- 
vealed the'existence of some roads 
there, and of a big stone protruding 
from the sand aot the crossing of the 
maln road. Vogliano detected’ in the 
stone the presence of a Pharaoh 
temple, built 18 centuries B.C, 

The mission soon started excavating

through high mountains ot sand, and 
at a depth of 150 metres they found 
a statue representing: Isis. Then a 
Beret with the typical Imes’ of tha 
eeyption architecture, was brought 
Nght. The portal was partly 
Mectiny edi not through' age or decay, 
but at the hands of men, probably, by 
early Christlans, with the obvious In- 
tention of effacing pagan vestiges. 
Digging further, Vogtiano’s mission 
found an altar and a pronaos. | In

inscriptions .{n Greek. The inscrip- 
tions. consisted in four long hymns 
by.a Greele poet, Isidore, who lved 
in the .carly part of the Ist Century 


before..Christ.__The- hymns..were ~2- 


sort of biography exalting King 
Amenemhct the Third as a founder of 
the temple, which was dedicated ‘to 
goddess Terenutet, protectress of the 
wheat. The temple, in the words of 
the. poet, was “as large ag, to, be com- 
parable to Mount Olympus. 

Amenemhet. belonged to. the: 12th. 
-dynasty, or mid-emplire, or the second 
period of Egypt's history. 

Additional excavations followed, 
which resulted in bringing to light 
the walls of the temple, They were 
decorated with. figures representing 
sacred performances and legends, and 
also bore’ inscriptions, mostly in 
hleroglyphical form. Most of these 
hieroglyphs have already been de- 
ciphered by Professor Vogliano and 
other Itallan egyptologists, 

A‘ very interesting particular, in- 


valuable from the point of the 
habits and customs of the 12th 
dynasty, is supplied by the sacred 
cart, showlng a low floor and small 
wheels. The cart was found in the 
pronaos,

RAW MATERIALS 


It. is a step in the right 
direction that the League of 
Nations Counti] has set’ up an 
international committee to study 
the vexed question. of access to 
raw materials. This’ has been 
one. of the most debated matters 
in the international sphere for 
some considerable time past, and 
if some means can be found of 
meeting the wishes of those 
‘nations who fecl that they are 
suffering economic ‘handicaps, 2 
really, worthwhile achievement 
will have been recorded.’ The 
question is usually discussed in 
relation with that of colonies. 
In some quarters,- there is a 
popular illusion that the posses- 
sion_of..colonics_largely__solves: 
the problem of raw. materials. 
Sir Norman Angell has, how- 
ever, lucidly demonstrated that 
there is no real evidence in sup- 
port of this contention, and a 
very great deal to disprove ‘it. 
On the other ‘hand, the problem 
of free access to raw materials 
is one Which certainly demands 
urgent attention. This fact was 
recognised by the League As- 
sembly last September, when it 
asked the Council to set up a 
committee composed of represen- 


‘|tatives.of the Economie and 


Political Committees of .the 
League, | togather with other 
qualified individuals, to go into 
the whole question. Now the 
Council has acted on. the recom- 
mendation. In order that there 
shall. be no binssed consideration 
of the issue, invitations will be 
issucd to Non-League States to 
join in the investigation, in 
which connection the hope is ex: 
pressed that the United States, 
Germany, Japan’ and Brazil will 
be willing to take part. There 
‘scems at the moment some doubt 
regarding the attitude of Ger- 
many, but, if she is anxious that 
the: question be thoroughly ex- 
plored, and believes that she fs 
not ut present getting a fair deal, 
there would appear.to be every- 


:'}thing to gain-on her part by

I am 
afraid therefore that-I can only state 
the principle of permitting as ‘few 
changes of personnel as-possible and 
condole with you that, In spite of it, 
you have suffered so miny of them.

may appear a paradox: that it is the 
business of the sons to-educate the 
parents In this matter. (Laughter). 

‘he famous headmaster of my old 
school, Edward Thring, once found 
himself, up against the evil, not of 
mid-term absences for Uppingham 
had no day-boys, but of belated re- 
turns from the holidays of boys 
whose parents detulned them on pleas 
of business, or weddings, or funcrals 
and so on.

The text of the Regency Bill, the second reading of 


which will be removed by the 


Prime Minister in the House 


of Commons on Tuesday next, is issued... The reasons for 
introduction of the Bill were indicated in a Royal-message 
to: both. Houses of Parliament this week. 

The Bill Sets up machinery for the performance of 
royal function by a Regent in the name and on behalf of 


the ‘sovereign 


certain other circumstances. 


in ‘certain circumstances, and for the 
delegation of royal functions to Counsellors. of State ine. 


The Bill proposes that in the event of a Regency 


being-necessary, the Regent will be the person next in line | 


of succession to the Crown and not disqualified. A person 
shall be disqualified. if he is not a British subject of full 
age and resident ‘in-the United Kingdom, or is a person 
who would, under Section Two of the Act of Settlement, 
be incapable: of, inheriting; possessing and enjoying the 


Crown, 


Section Three of the. Act of 
Settlement shall apply In case of the 
Regent as it apples: in the case of 
.the Soverelgn. If any persofi who 
would at the commencement of the 
Regency have become Regent, but 
for fuct that he was not then of 
full age, becomes of full oge, he 
shall, if he {s not otherwise . dise 
qualified, thereupon become Regent. 
There will be a Regent, firstly, when}- 
the soverciyn Js under 18 at the 
time of his accession, and the Regent 
will perform all royal functions un- 
til the soverelgn attains the age of 
18, and, secondly, during any perlod 
when the sovereign has been de- 


clored to be suffering from infirmity; 


of mind or body which renders him 


wholly incapable of performing royal : 


functions. 
‘ COUNSELLORS OF STATE 


‘If during the Regency the Regent 
himself becomes wholly incapacitated 
by infirmity of mind or body, the 
person next in Ilne of succession. to 
the Throne, who $3 not disqualified, 
will became Regent. The terms of the 
BIN dealing, with the appointment of 
a Regent in the event 
soverelgn's infirmity provide:—“If 
the following persons, or any three 
or more of them, namely, the wife 
or husband of .the sovereign, the 
person who, excluding ‘any persons 
disqualified, is next in Ilne of suc- 
cessian, the Lord Chancellor, the 
Speaker’ of the House of Commons, 
the Lord Chict Justice of England, 
or @he Master of the Rolls, declare 
“In-wrlting: that: they-are- satisfied,-on 
the evidence of physicians or other- 
wise, that the soverelgn is, by reason 
of infirmity of mind or body, wholly 
incapable for the time being of 
performing royal functions, then, 
untll it {s declared In like manner 
that His Majesty was so. far’ re- 
covered in health as ‘to warrant the 
resumption of royal: functions, 
those functions shall be’ performed
